THE AUSTRALIAN Soccer Federation, at a 
special breakfast Press Conference today, 
announced a new sponsorship for the 


“With such large 
financial assistance, it 
will enable Australia to 
prepare for the Olympic 
Games and the 1990 
World Cup to the high 
standard of the last 
World Cup campaign.” 

The Winfield sponsor- 
ship, continues their in- 
volvement with Austra- 
lian Soccer. 

Last year they teamed 
up with the Australian 
Socceroos for the two 
World Cup qualifying 
matches against Scot- 
land. 
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CONTENTION has been raging over the vexed 
question of whether the National Soccer 
League is better served by retaining the 
present two points for a win or reverting to the 
three points which previously applied. 

AUSTRALIAN SOCCER WEEKLY’S opinion 
is that the case for three points is overwhelm- 
ing on the score of the entertainment value 
that it engenders. 

If the question is examined on the aspect of 
whether three points for a win creates a better 
margin between that three and the one that 
applies for a draw then the change in differen- 
tial is arguable. 


We face a value judgment. It could be said 
that the increase should not apply when a 
game is hard fought and close. 

On the figures extracted over a year there is 
little difference between the placings of clubs 
no matter whether two win points are awarded 
or three. 

We agree with those who say this. If it was a 
main criteria there would be no reason to 
make the change. 

However to sit back in the traces on this 
position is to Jose sight of the whole raison 
d’etre of two clubs playing each other in a 
game of football. 

If anyone is of the opinion that NSL teams 
as a rule go all out this year for two points 
when they are locked on even goals with 20 
minutes remaining we say that our experience 
is that they would be well off the mark, 
especially in away games. 

Clubs so often have held back. They tend to 
close up the game, play the ball out, use 
delaying tactics or waste time with the ball in 
the attacking corner areas. 

When the three point rule was applied the 
availability of the two extra points flashed in 
the minds of the players and coaches at the 
psychological moment. 

Players moved forward and games hummed 
with activity. 

They-had one point to risk and three to gain. 

The position of a team that is trailing a goal 
is very similar indeed. 

Football from the playing and coaching 
viewpoint is about incentives covering such 
elements as financial rewards and the joy of 
going out with a win. 

The former point certainly applies in pro- 
fessional and semi-professional arenas. 


To observe the latter, which has its winning 
or losing sides, just note the attitudes of the 
players in the dressing room after the game. 


To summarise, as previously stated there is 
little difference in ultimate teams’ point scores 
over the year where two points or three points 
are awarded. 


But has better entertainment been served 
up under one scheme or the other. 


We contend that the three points gives 
incentive and extra entertainment, and in the 
world of competing sports and television 
cover this aspect is paramount.

BRAZIL THREATENS AUSSIES 


WITH OUTSTANDING DEBT 


BRAZIL has threatened Australia with dras- 
tic international action if a debt allegedly 
outstanding to ore of their member clubs 
is not cleared up shortly. 


The Confederation of 
Brazilian Football 
(C.B.F.) has repeatedly 
been approached by 
club side, Vasco Da 
Gama to take action on 
their part. 

Vasco Da Gama 
toured Australia last 
year in June to partici- 
pate in an international 
Soccer tournament. 

The Brazilians claim 
that Vasco Da Gama is 
still owed $US70,000 for 
that tour. 

A strongly worded in- 
ternational telex was 
sent last week to Austra- 
lia’s Department of 
Foreign Affairs as well 
as to the Department of 
Sport, Recreation and 
Tourism. 

The telex states that 
Vasco Da Gama’s Presi-

SOCCEROO coach Frank Arok can finally 
come North without fear. 

The ill-feeling toward the National coach 
which existed for so long in Queensland 
was swept aside when he named his squad 
to meet Czechoslovakia last week.

They reached the 
semi-finals and met Italy 
in one of the most ~~ 7 ee 
memorable World Cup 
matches of all time. It 
went into extra-time and 
the Azzurri got up 43 
with Beckenbauer play- 
ing much of the match 
with his arm in a sling 
after dislocating his 
shoulder. 

Beckenbauer’s big- 
gest moment came in his 
native Munich in 1974 


ing centre-halfs. 


He wasn’t the first nor 
was he the last but one 
thing is for certain no 
other player is compara- 
bie to him. 


Beckebauer at his 
best was a footballer 
apart, esepcially in the 
early 1970’s, and parti- 
cularly when leading 
West Germany to the 
1974 World Cup win 
over Holland. 

Most so-called experts 
regarded it as a waste to 
play him so far back in 
defence, but anyone 
who stood by that theory 
forgets Beckenbauer’s 
footballing brain. He 
was not only agile in 
foot but also where it 
really counts, upstairs. 


His ability to read a 
game and to think ahead 
meant that he could 
organise the game from 
the back as he pleased. 


The natural leader in 
him was borne out when 
as in a game of chess, all 
the pieces were out 
there in front of him. 
That is why he rarely 
tackled. Nearly always a 
simple interception suf- 
ficed, and indeed simple 
it looked when Becken- 
bauer did it. 


His skills and talents 
were plentiful. His pas- 
sing with both feet was 
perfect.

Eventually, after so 
much time in midfield, 
Beckenbauer got the job 
he wanted. He began 
sweeping, and gradually 
the face of West Ger- 
man football changed. 


Then was the revolu- 
tion in German football 
and by 1970 the West 
German’s possessed one 
of their best ever sides.

BRITISH football has known few more 


emotional occasions. 


The night Manches- 


ter United won the 1968 European Cup 
Final for manager Matt Busby was some- 


thing to behold. 


Twelve years on from 
the disaster in Munich 
when the great Man- 
chester United side was 
decimated in a plane 
crash the European Cup 
that was for so long 
anticipated finally ar- 
rived at Old Trafford. 


It mattered not to the 
players that they won it 
for the first time for 
England. It seemed to 
matter even less that 
they won it for them- 
selves. No, it was the 
realisation of a dream 
Busby had cherished 
from the day the Foot- 
ball League tried to stop 
Manchester United 
competing back in 1956. 

The League had ban- 
ned Chelsea from taking 
part in the inaugural 
tournament in 1955 on 
the grounds that par- 
ticipation would congest 
and disrupt fixture lists; 
and injuries could mean 
having to field weaker 
sides in the League 
matches. 


Busby had to insist 
that United had at least 
18 players capable of 
holding down a First 
Division place before 
the League acceded to 
United’s go-it-alone 
threat and gave grud-

ging, formal permission. 

At their first attempt 
the Red Devil’s were 
only stopped in the 
semi-finals by the then 
remarkable Real Mad- 
rid outfit. 


Then came the disas- 
ter that took the lives of 
the majority of the Bus- 
by Babes, the team that 
looked certain to take 
over Real’s role as 
Europe’s best side. 

For 10 long years Bus- 
by toiled until at last 
there was only Benfica 
of Portugal standing be- 
tween United and the 
much sought after 
trophy. 

The ’68 final, by 
UEFA choice, was play- 
ed at Wembley. United 
were red hot favourites, 
playing in their back- 
yard with 100,000 fer- 
vent English supporters 
behind them. United 
seemed impossible to be 
beaten, but they came 
close to being downed. 

The tension was 
almighty. The players 
showed they were feel- 
ing the pinch and the 
pressure as they stum- 
bled through the first 
half.

Not the entire side got 
the message but sudden- 
ly the mercurial and still 
very young George Best 
was evading one oppo- 
nent and taking the ball 
around Henrique, the 
Benfica goalkeeper, be- 
fore rolling it calmly into 
the net. That was just 
the spur United needed. 


With an emotion 
charged atmosphere, 
Brian Kidd celebrated 
his 19th birthday by get- 
ting the third and Bobby 
Charlton, captain in the 
absence of the injured 
Denis Law, was the 
appropriate scorer of 
the fourth and final 
goal. 

Only two players in 
the side were survivors

The crack Ajax team 
fell apart and, in 1974, 
they were knocked out 
of the competition they 
had made their own by 
CSKA Sofia in the 
second round. 

1974 was also the year 
of ‘total football’. Hol- 
land qualified for the 
final stages of the World 
Cup, the first. time since 
1938 — and, after a 
stuttering start to their 
initial group, went on to 
delight audiences with 
displays of vitality, 
urgency and skill. 

“The players are now 
legendary: Cruyff, the 
star of the tournament, 
Rep, Neeskens, Krol, 
and Rensenbrink. They 
annihilated Argentina 
4-0, East Germany 2-0 
and then Brazil 2-0, to 
face in the final their 
West Grman hosts. 

The Dutch were seen 
as favourites and when 
they converted a penal- 
ty, won by Cruyff, in the 
first minute, it looked as 
if they would fulfil ex- 
pectations. 

But inexplicably they 
let it slip, beaten 2-1 by 
the Germans who equal- 
led the Dutch in every 
department. Bertie 
Vogts and Franz Beck- 
enbauer shared the 
duties on Cruyff whilst 
Gerd Muller did more 


than only nail the 
winner. 
For all its worth, ‘total 


football’ failed on the 
day. It also failed again, 
two years later, when 
Holland were pushed 
into third place in the 


European Champion-

Czechoslovakia. 


By the time the 1978 
World Cup had arrived, 
Cruyff had announced 
his retirement from in- 
ternational football.

Yet again they were 
defeated in the final, this 
time by the Argenti- 
nians, who with a dis- 
play of real gamesman- 
ship had the elegant 
Dutchmen rattled even 
before the kick-off. 


3-1 in extra-time and 
Holland were runners- 
up for the second 
successive time. 

Tf Cruyff had played it 
could have made all the 
difference, but there 
were no ifs or buts in the 
World Cup. 


By the 1982 qualifiers, 
the Dutch team was 
almost unrecognisable. 
Sure, Krol remained 
faithful, and the van der 
Kerkhof’s were there, 
but the new wave in- 
cluding Simon Tahama- 
ta could not measure up 
and were not substitutes 
for Cruyff and Co. 

They were beaten by 
France, Belgium and 
Eire, finished fourth in 
their group, and did not 
make the subsequent 
trip to Spain.
